which has pre- 
vented the Ger- 
mans from em- 
ploying more 
than a limited 
number of war- 
planes over Bri- 
tain at any one 
time, t h e n I 
will m a k e a 
close guess as 
to whether Hit- 
ler will succeed 
in the invasion 
which England 


Mackenzie 
is 
expecting 


him to attempt in the near future. 


The importance of this query is 


emphasized by the weekend feat of 
the Royal Air Force in ranging 
western Europe from Norway to the 
Adriatic for bombing raids over six 
countries. 


Invasion of England must be pre- 


mised on such absolute control of 
the air that Britain and her 3,000,- 
000 soldiers can be bombed into 
near insensibility before an effort is 
made to land a nazi army from 
small boats on the channel. Any- 
thing short of that means disastrous 
failure for the Germans. 


Obviously nazidom thus far hasn't 


possessed anything like control of 
the, air—or at least hasn't exhibited 
.t. There can be small doubt that 
last summer, when Hitler was 
maneuvering for invasion, he hit 
England from the skies with every- 
thing he could. Yet the greatest 
fleet he ever succeeded in putting 
over the British isles at on time 
was something like a thousand 
planes, according to estimates by 
observers. 


England Is Ftuzled 


Where then was the invincible ar- 


mada of many thousands, which 
was supposed to plow England under 
n short order by working in huge 
relays? 
Where has it been since 


then, that Britain should be vastly 
stronger in the air than she was 
four months ago? 


Even England is puzzling over 


;he mystery of the bottle-neck. Is 
it that the nazis are husbanding 


their strength for the coming blow? 
Is it shortage of planes, by any 
chance? 


Nobody but Hitler and those 


close 
to him know how many 


planes Germany possessses. Esti- 
mates run anywhere from 15,000 to 
50.000, and one guess is as good as 
another. The same is true of nazi 
production. 


The only point everybody is 


agreed upon, including the British 
is that Germany has a numerical 
superiority. 
There seems little 


question that Hitler 
has enough 


warplanes so that he could have 
used swarms more than he has em- 
ployed—unless something else was 
wrong. You don't let your enemy 
wax stronger 
with each passing 


day if you can help it 


Is it lack of pilots? Early in the 


war we heard a good deal about 
Germany being short of fully train 
ed airmen. Assuming that to be 
true, the scarcity could have been 
greatly remedied since then, if not 
wholly repaired. 
The trouble is 


something beside want of pilots, 
though Germany has lost many in 
combat 


There are other speculative points 


but we seem to strike rock-bottom 
in our inquiry for the first time 
when we come to the question of 
oil, and the .gasoline which comes 
from it Experts generally agree 
that Germany is dangerously short 
of this absolute essential, without 
which no war machine can run. 


Russia and Rumania are the only 


direct sources of natural oil which 
the nazis can reach. And thus far 
these two 
countries combined 


haven't supplied more than a frac- 
tion of the reich's requirements. 


The Germans have been produc- 


ing oil synthetically and refining 
it to get gasoline for their war- 
planes, which consume rivers of 
this precious fluid. The amount pro- 
duced, however, is said to be less 
than that normally required for 
civilian use, not to mention military 
needs. 


On top of that British- Minister 


of Economics Dalton the other day 
stated that the Royal Air Force 
had bombed more than 90 per cent 
of the synthetic plants and 80 per 
cent of the refineries. This would 
reduce production.

Authors and Publishers, known as 
A. S. C. A. P., appealed from the 
same decision in so far as it held 
valid some portions of the 1939 
statute. 


The high court agreed recently 


to review a Nebraska decision hold- 
ing invalid a state anti-monopoly 
law which permitted the public per- 
formance of music whenever the 
original purchase price had been 
paid. 


The litigation was another phase 


of the effort of A. S. C. A. P. to con- 
trol prices charged for the public 
playing of popular music under its 
control. A three-judge federal court 
in Nebraska held that the legisla- 
tion violated the federal copyright 
laws. 


Woolworth Tax Ruling 


The court also held that Wiscon- 


sin might impose on the F. W. 
Woolworth company -a tax asses- 
sed on dividends of out-of-state 
corporations doing business within 
the state. 


Such an assessment was held con- 


stitutional. in general, by the high 
tribunal on Dec. 16 in two cases 
involving the J. C. Penney com- 
pany and the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing company.

Rural Youth and High School 


Marshall Canaan, superintendent of 


the Sauk county schools, examines the 
problems of the rural youth in relation to 
high school education in the current issue 
of the Wisconsin Journal of Education. 


His findings are suggestive. 
Although the major reason for non-at- 


tendance at high school of the Wisconsin 
rural girl and boy is the need of parents 
for their work on the family farm, a sec- 
ondary and very real factor is the inac- 
cessibility of the high school. 


That conclusion is borne out by the fact 


that the proportion of attendance in the 
rural areas has grown rapidly since the 
extension of school bus transportation ser- 
vices. 


It is recalled that the 1930 census re- 


vealed Wisconsin to be among the lowest 
of the states in the proportion of its farm 
boys and girls in school. Eight years later 
the situation had improved—40 per cent 
of them were in high school. Now a pre- 
liminary survey of state-wide census fig- 
ures shows that about six out of ten rural 
boys and girls are in high school. 


Probably, therefore, we are reaching 


the peak. But the significant point is that 
bus transportation of pupils is the most 
important factor contributing to the rise 
in attendance, and that as the state begins 
to realize economies in the maintenance of 
the elementary rural schools as a result of 
the consolidation program now underway, 
it will be able to afford more generous 
funds for transportation budgets. 


Superintendent John Callahan recently 


pointed to that factor in arguing for an 
increase in the state appropriation for 
transportation aids to the localities. Re- 
duced state aids for school operation, as a 
result of the elimination of excessively 
small schools, would compensate for the 
increased transportation aids, he said. 


If Mr. Callahan's argument is 
sus- 


tained—and we think it will be—it bears 
out a contention made earlier by persons 
who have felt that the public school sys- 
tem of Wisconsin can be made to operate 
more efficiently. 


We see the point demonstrated here. 


More rural boys and girls are getting the 
advantages of high school training be- 
cause of the extension of school transpor- 
tation service. More school transportation 
service is made possible to more economi- 
cal operation of the district school system. 
The result: the education of a greater 
number of rural children at little, if any, 
increase in cost

We like the way he staled his attitude 


toward prevailing world conditions when 
he said: 


"Every loyalty of my heart and of 


my being is with the English; but I 
have tried to maintain, personally and 
officially, an attitude that would com- 
port with what 1 believe to be the 
best interests of my country." 
Lord Lothian, the late English ambas- 


sador par excellence, is lamented far and 
wide principally because his loyalty to 
England never showed a flaw. Senator 
George gives promise of attaining 
the 


same high goal "by constantly keeping his 
eye upon American interests.

let alone would never be noticed by 
any one else. 


Here arises the question whether 


shaving by mechanical or chemical 
means or cutting or clipping or cpil- 
ating (plucking) normal growth of 
hair or beard or superfluous hair 
en areas where it is not wanted, 
stimulates growth of the hair and 
so causes more rapid growth or 
growth of heavier hair. The answer 
to this question is a matter of opin- 
ion. There seems to be little or no 
actual evidence that removal of hair 
at intervals causes faster or heav- 
ier growth. On the contrary there 
is some evidence that persistent re- 
moval of hair by chemical solution 
(depilatory), by plucking or by 
pumice stone eventually makes the 
hairs become softer and less appar- 
ent.

ing the hairs no longer grew to a 
noticeable degree. Some girls who 
have plucked their eyebrows for 
several years find that the hairs 
gradually become softer and not so 
dark jn color.

out of the question so far as cri- 
nosc legs are concerned—imprac- 
ticable except for destroying local- 
ized tufts of coarse hairs in a small

Wheth- 
er removal of the fine, practically 
invisible or only slightly apparent 
hair from the skin of the outer sur- 
face of leg or (high actually stim- 
ulates growth of heavier, more ob- 
vious, hairs, such an effect is ap- 
parent if not real, and once the 
shaving is begun the woman finds 
she must add the task to her toilet 
in order to be comfortable in her 
own mind. The happier alternative, 
it would seem, is selection of attire 
which does not call for flesh color 
hosiery. 


When removal of hair is a regular 


toilet necessity a small safely ra- 
zor especially designed for femin- 
ine use is generally preferable 1o 
any chemical depilatory; The razor 
is less irritating to the skin than 
the chemical strong enough to dis- 
solve hair.

000 kilowatt hours per month. 


A head of 23 feet is available at 


the new plant, one more than the 
estimated 22. Due to this head and 
improvements in equipment the one 
unit at the new plant will produce 
more electricity than 
the entire 


plant at Rapide Croche. All of its 
production will find a ready mar- 
ket. 


The excavation and other work 


for another unit south of the pres- 
ent one has been arranged for. and 
this future addition may be made 
without shutting down the present 
one. An ultimate development of 
5.600 kilowatts at the site is pos- 
sible. 


Mill to Be(in Operation 


Along with the power plant start- 


ing operations activity is expected 
to begin at the former Patten mill 
just north of the plant, which has 
been purchased from the city by 
the Sangamon Paper Grading Cor- 
poration of Chicago. The company 
has been making extensive repairs 
the last few weeks, and has re- 
turned two of the mill's three boil- 
er*. 


There are two paper machines 


in the mill, but only one is ex- 
pected to be put into operation at 
the start The Sangamon company 
will manufacture kraft paper. It 
purchased the mill property for K- 
000 from the city, after the city 
secured it at a county tax sale.

Johnson Criticizes 4-Man 
Defense Unit as Experiment 


BY HUGH S. JOHNSON 


Washington—The 4-man control of industrial mobilization, consisting 


of the secretaries of war and navy. Mr. Knudson and Mr. Hillman. may 
do some good, but it is not. as some hax-e said, the equivalent of the war 
industries board plan that worked in 1918 to provide the fastest rearma- 
ment ever recorded by a great nation. It violates an essential and basic 


principle of that plan. It takes nothing from experi- 
ence. It is an experiment. 


There arc four great and insistent demands in time 


o( war. They arc those of the army, the navy, the al- 
lic.*, if any. and greater than these and just as impor- 
tant, the needs of civilian population. Heads of the 
army and navy are under heavy responsibilities for 
two of those needs. With the best intention in the 
world it is only human nature for them to grab and 
fight each for their own—to sock in extreme cases 
even monopoly control of all the best sources and 
supplies of material, manufacturing, storage and 
transportation facilities, power and \abor. 


That isn't a guess. That happened early in World 


War I., and continued to happen until it was stopped 
by the war industries board. We arc rushing into a 


program of production just as great To have that happen without any 
regulation is a very bad thing. It creates unnecessary shortages to the 
great prejudice not only of all the people but the armament program 
itself. It unnecessarily tangles and disrupts the whole industrial machine. 
It multiplies cost, reduces speed and makes doubly difficult the eventual 
shift back from a war to a peace

FIRST PARACHUTE LEAPS 


The Frenchman who made • 


parachute 157 years ago would be 
amazed if he could come back to 
life and see what has been hap- 
pening of late. 


He made the parachute with the 


hope of saving life. We may feel 
sure he never dreamed that it 
would be used in warfare! 


The Frenchman's name was Se- 


bastien Lenonnand. Long before 
his day, an Italian, da Vinci, had 
drawn a parachute plan, but there 
is no proof that he ever put it to 
use. So far as is known. Lenor- 
mand was the first to employ a 
parachute with success. 


Leonormand went to an upper 


story of a high tower and leapt to 
the ground. His parachute saved 
him from being hurt 
when he 


reached the ground. 


That parachute was a huge, and 


very strongly made, umbrella. It 
was not the sort of umbrella which 
we use when rain comes dawn— if 
it had been, it would have turned 
inside out when used as a para- 
chute. and the Frenchman would 
have been killed or injured. 


Lenormand said. "This parachute 


should have the lives of people who 
are trapped in the upper story of a 
building during a fire." 


Many of the old buildings in 


Europe were "firetraps," but, even 
so. the parachute did not come into 
favor as a means of escape from 
fire. 


It 
is happened that 
another 


French invention brought about a 
special use for the parachute. The 
Mongolfier brothers tested the bal- 
loon in 1783, the same year Le- 
normand jumped from the tower. 


No parachute leap 
was made 


from a balloon in that year, but 10 
years later J. P. Blanchard made 
such a test He broke his leg in 
the landing, but at least he reached 
the ground alive. Jacques Garner- 
in later made parachute descents 
from balloons and landed "safe and 
sound." 


Skipping from that period to the 


present, we find modern para- 
chutes of different form and shape. 
At present a parachute is much 
less like an umbrella. The cloth 
opens to a width of from 22 to 28 
feet. 


Russia was the first country to 


plan and practice the landing of 
parachute troops on a large scale 
for the purpose of war.

Aware of Urgency 


When, but only when, the Presi- 


dent puts him own house in or«5er. 
will it be possible to enlist thc full 
energy of the American industrial- 
lists. We know from Mr. Knudsen's 
speech to the National Association 
of Manufacturers that he has found 
that American business men are not 
yet fully aware of the urgency of 
the problem. There are hesitations 
which arise, it is plain, from doubt 
in the minds of very many business 
men whether a total mobilization of 
industry for national defense is in 
fact necessary for the safety of the 
nation and is really desirable as a 
means of preserving the existing 
American system of private prop- 
erty and private enterprise. They 
are being told on the one hand that 
business men as a class have little 
to fear from the defeat of Great' 
Britain and the triumph of the 
totalitarian powers, and on the 
other hand they are being told they 
have a great deal to fear from the 
government controls and the taxes 
which will be imposed at home if 
this country is to mobilize fully its 
industrial power. They are being 
told to be frightened about the sac- 
rifices which defense requires and 
to be complacent at the prospect of 
the defeat of Great Britain. 


Before it is too late, it must be 


said that complacency about the 
defeat of Great Britain will place 
the American business man in great 
periL For if Great Britain is de- 
feated—either by direct conquest or 
by a negotiated peace in which 
Britain collaborates with and is co- 
ordinated with a totalitarian Europe 
—the only private industrialists left 
In the world will be the American 
business men. There are no business 
men left on the continent of Eur- 
ope: German, Italian, French busi- 
iness men are either ousted or they 
are subordinate bureaucrats in the 
totalitarian machine. 
If Britain 


falls and British industry becomes 
incorporated into the machine, the 
management of British industry 
will of necessity pass completely 
out of the hands of its private own- 
ers and private directors. The in-

first is that the whole war effort 
is not ordinary business but a na- 
tional effort in which men, wher- 
ever they are employed, are work- 
ing for the United States.

that they will agree not to spend all 
their earnings immediately, because 
that would cause a rise of prices 
which would destroy the purchas- 
ing power of their own pay en- 
velopes.

tion can be summarized as follows:
